At this time of the year there are 
many prognostications or prophesies 
of possible conditions of weather dur- 
ing the coming winter, and most of 
them are based upon some absurd be- 
lief of some feature of Natural His- 
tory. 

It is interesting to know that (1) 
these forecasts do not agree with each 
other; (2) they are based upon unre- 
lated and isolated, imperfect observa- 
tions; (3) they are made by persons 
who are entirely unscientific in their 
training and methods of thought and 
reasoning: (4) they are long-range 
forecasts, which are entirely impos- 
sible according to most recent declar- 
ations of modern scientists, and (5) a 
checking of actual weather conditions 
when the time comes will show that in 
most cases they are in error. 

For example, only last week the 
newspapers contained statements of a 
forecast af v<-ry cold weather this win- 
ter, made by a rural bee-keeper, upon 
the grounds that # the honey bees have 
stored an unusual amount of honey- 
in recognition of their coming needs 
during a winter of unprecedented sev- 
erity. As a matter of tact bees con- 
sume less food in very cold weather 
titan in mild, because when it is cold 
they are loo stiff to move from comb 
to e mill, and, also they do not begin 

to rear ami feed their young so early. 

During tin mildest winters the bees 
Use 'lie greatest amount of food. Also, 

the amount of honey stored by bees 
depends upon the amount of nectar 
flow during their gathering season, 
upon the size and healthfulness of the 
colony, and upon the space tiny have 
to fill. The possible conditions of the 
coming winter hive nothing whatever 
to do with the activities of the bees 
during the preceding summer. 

Another basis of absurd prognosti- 
cations is seen in the hairy caterpil- 
lars. It is not unusual at this time 
of the year to read, "Mr. So-and-So 
predicts that the beginning and end 
of the coming winter will be very cold 
and the mid-winter warm, because he 
has seen a caterpillar with the hairs 
on the two ends of its body brown and 
tin- middle black." The fact is that 
this is the regular coloration plan of 
oil" of our common species of cater- 
pillars known as the "Wooly Bear," 
which passes the winter in 'he cater- 
pillar stat.. ready to commence to 
ft ■ d on . ling v. getation early in the 
spring.

Others almost as bail 
are tbe prophecy of the kind of win- 
ter coming according to the number 
of railing have-, the amount of mast 
or nuts and acorns produced, the 
thickness of corn husks, height of rag- 
weeds, thickness of covering of musk- 
rats' houses, etc. Even the flight of 
geese and ducks does not indicate 
what weather will come here, but 
rather what kind they are leaving.

In 1886 he came to S. 1'., 
then Missionary Institute, and was 
vice principal from 1SH6 until 1X!»4, 
when Susquehanna University came 
into existence. Since then he has in- 
stilled the principles of Mathematics 
and Astronomy into every class grad- 
uated from our Alma Mater 

In addition to his professional ac- 
tivities. Dr. Houtz has been an ordain- 
ed minister since 1889. He has filled 
many important positions in the Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania Synod, including! 
that of statistician from 1896 to 1916, 
and of president from 1916 to 1920. He 
lias also been a member of the Min- 
isterial Examining Committee since 
1801. 

Doctor Houtz has had a part in the 
d< relopment of s. U. since 1885, when 
it was practically a Junior College 
with less than 160 students, and but 
one building, until today it has nine 
buildings and nearly 500 students. 

The superlative record of Doctor 
Houtz serves as an inspiration to all 
of us, and if the present generation 
at Susquehanna produces a man like 
him we may count ourselves most 
fortunate.

Continued from Last Week 
The Girls' School and Hospital are 
on one side of the St. Paul's River 
and the Boys' School is on the other 
side. The district is called Harrisburg. 
Around the schools are farms of rice, 
pineapples, bananas, coffee, sweet po- 
tatoes, corn, cassava, and other tropi- 
cal fruits. The thick brush called the 
bush, is all cleared away from both 
schools. Bach school has over 100 
scholars, and many of the branches 
are taught by native teachers. 

We are stationed at Sanoghie, five 
days' journey from the main station. 
We came here in hammocks. At night 
we stayed in native towns. The chief 
or head man would assign us houses 
and make the people who lived in 
them move out for the night. The 
house* were built of mud and sticks, 
ithe roof was made of palm leaves. 
'They have no furniture, so we took 
along all our beds, chairs, etc. A day's 
journey was about 25 miles. 

Sanoghie is on a high hill, almost a 
mountain. It. is a large town for Af- 
rica, about 25 houses. Most of the vil- 
lages have only eight or nine houses. 
Two or three houses are called a half- 
town. The mission is apart from the 
town and the girls' school is ten min- 
utes walk from the boys' school. We 
are living temporarily at the Mission- 
ary's house at the Girls' School. It is 
a mud house with plank floors. There 
are five rooms and a large piazza. One 
of the school girls cooks for us. I 
bought a chicken yesterday for thirty

Why is there so much diwciiHsion 
about the final examination? Will the 
final examination ever be disposed of? 
Does it have limitations? Are the 
many points of view well taken?

one solution to this problem is that 
we must do such work on an objective 
rather than a subjective basis. What 
a great Influence personal contact 
with certain students plays in final 
rating! Consider legibility, flowery 
language, length, antagonisms, and all 
other tangible influences. Is this only 
peculiar to some? Not by any meanB. 



All are influenced to some degree, no 
matter how hard we strive to escape 
such influences. 

In th" past the question has been: 
"Is it possible to measure any educa- 
tional achievement objectively?" Now 
the question is: "Is tin re any educa- 
tional achievement which cannot be 
measured objectively?" 

Examinations are being given and 
will continue to be given. The aim 
should be to make them worthwhile, 
justifiable, and reliable. Only in so 
far as the results are measured ob- 
jectively can this be done. When re- 
sults are once measured objetively it 

will be possible to grade each paper, 
giving it a numerical rating which can 
be compared with the remainder of 
the (lass. We may say it does the fol- 
lowing: I. Permits one value to be 
given to all questions by different 
teachers. II. Will test a broader field 
in a short or time. 111. Eliminate vol- 
uminous writing. IV. Points that have 
be en well taught and points that have 
been poorly taught will reveal them- 
selves. V. In the end, gradlngs and 
rankings may be used for reliable com- 
parisons in the same subject with oth- 
er teachers. In other words, the dif- 
ference between an objective exami- 
nation and a subjective examination 
involves several points. A subjective 
examination can be thought of as the 
traditional essay type. An objective 
examination will be well explained 
and examples given in a few para- 
graphs. Notice, however, the differ- 
i nee lies in the structure, the method 
of scoring, and the technique of trans- I 
posing into grades. 

It is necessary at this point to say 
a few words concerning the make up , 
of an objective examination, and the 
various kinds of objective examina-' 
tions now being used successfully. 
After that a few words will he given 
to the grading and distribution. 

For the sake of clearness, first, the 
name of the examination will be giv- 
en, then a sample question under each, 
The arrangement will be in the order 
of popularity today.

Even though it requires 
thought and time to construct an ob- 
jective examination this is re-gained 
in the scoring of the papers afterward. 
The scoring is a simple matter once 
the technique is mastered. In fact 
Buch can be done by the pupils, or in 
the office If there is office help avail- 
able. The scoring will still be as re- 
liable as though it were doneby the

He v a.< a student at Susquehanna 
t niversity long before it bore that 
name, back In the dear old days when' 
ii was known as Missionary Institute, 
having been graduated In 1875. He re- 
ceived the degree of Bachelor of Arts' 
from Pennsylvania College, Gettys- 
burg, now Gettysburg College, In the 
year 1^77: he also received the de- 
gree of Doctor of Divinity from the 
school In the year 1899. He took 
work at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, and in the year 1896 received 
the degree of Master of Arts from that 
Institution. He also took work at 
Johns Hopkins University, in 1925 
Wittenberg College conferred upon 
liim the honorary degree of Doctor of 

Laws. 

September 5, 188<J, he was married 

i) Catherine Born, daughter of Prof. 

Peter Horn, of Selinsgrove. Dr. and 

.Mrs. Manhart have two children, Geo. 

B. Manhart, Ph.D., who is professor of 
History al De Pauw University, (ireen 
Castle, Ind., and Sarah B. Manhart, 
wlio teaches in the Sunbury high 
school; both of whom are graduates 
of Susquehanna University. 

He was ordained as a Lutheran min- 
ister in 1881, and he accepted a call to 
become pastor at Bloomsburg, where 
he served until 1889. From there he 
was called to a pastorate in Philadel- 
phia, serving until 1893. He was sup- 
erintendent of Missionary Institute 
during the last year of its existence 
under that name, and when the char- 
ter was changed he became the first 
president of Susquehanna University, 
which position be held until 1895. 
From 1896-1904 he was head of the 
Deaconess Motherhouse, Baltimore, 
-Md.. where he faithfully served until 
the school of his youth extended to 
him a call to become the head of its 
theological department. He returned 

to Susquehanna, and for the last 

twenty-one years he has been Dean 
of t lie School of Theology, and Pro- 
cessor of Church History and Syste- 
matic Theology. 

Dr. Manhart has held various posi- 
tlons during his life, many of them 
connected with the great Lutheran 
Church and with different historical 
.societies. He was secretary of the 
General Synod of the Lutheran Church 
iii the United States 16*0*-22, He has 
been president of this body since 1922. 
He was president of the Susquehanna 

Synod 1M3-1917, and of the Susque- 
hanna Synod of Central Pennsylvania 
1923-24. 

He lias been president of the Bus- 
QUehanna Summer Assembly since, 
1920. He was vice president of the! 
Inner Mission Hoard, 1913-18. Since 
1892 he has been a director of the ! 
United Lutheran Publication Board, 
lie is now president of three historical 
societies the Lutheran Historical So- 
ciety in America, since 1911; the 
Lutheran Historical Academy, since 
1911, and the Snyder County Historical 
Society, since 1913. 

Many publications owe their author- 
ship to Dr. Manhart. Chief among 
these is "Present Day Lutheranism," 
which was published in 1910 and has 
appeared in four editions. He has also 
written many articles for homiletical 
and theological reviews. His most re- 
cent publication is entitled "The Epis- 
copate and Lutheranism" This was 
prepared at the request of Archbishop 
Sin dei ■hloni, of Sweden, and has been 
widely distributed by him. 

Dr. Manhart has done much for Sus 
i|iiehanna. and he is one of Hie .strong 
pillars in the 1'nited Lutheran Church 

of America, Besides doing much for 

his church himself, in an indirect way 
lie lias also been an influence of note 
sending young men out into the great- 
est profession of life, that of Gospel 

Ministry, with his ideals ever before 
them. He is one whom all the stud- 
ents revere and respect, even though 
they do not come into personal inn 
tail with him. He is one whom his 
own Students hive for his zealousness 
and limitless for what is good and 
right. As long as he remains the head 
of Susquehanna's School of Theology, 
she will ever prosper and continue to 
send young men out into the church 
with the message of the Gospel Truth.

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Report of Y. W. C. A. 
Meet at State College 

Martha Ertel and Sara Hassinger the 
Representatives from S. U. — Report 
Many Interesting Discussions 



Mattha Ertel and Sara Hassinger 
gave a most Interesting reporl at the 
Y. W. meeting of the conference they 
attended at State College. Dr. Bruce 
Curri was the main speaker and lead- 
• ]• at the conference. He organized 
discussion groups, explained them and 
then showed the correct way to take 

charge of one. 

At the banquet the first evening the 
Susquehanna delegates noticed that 
there were representatives there from 
Wilson, Dickinson, Bucknell, Frank- 



lin and Marshall, I'iversity of Pitts- 
burgh and many other schools. 

Dr. Rruce Curri emphasized many 
times that the true meaning and pur- 
pose of discussion groups was to in- 
still greater thinking into college 
students. He also brought out that 
among college students the true mean- 
ing of the Testaments was last and 
that the footnotes are crowding out the 
true meaning. 

Some of the popular topics discuss- 
ed at other colleges are: (1) Is col- 
lege life strengthening or weakening 
on the students? (2) How honest 
should we be? (, n >) Is cribbing ever jus- 
tifiable? (4) Is there a God? etc. The 
subjects can be campus problems, local 
or national problems, but they must 
be of vital interest to those who are 
going to discuss them. 



Dr. Curri stressed the point that 
there should be .leader groups in which 
the leaders could be trained. Some 
of the things a leader should do are: 

(1) be prepared on the topic, (2) keep 
interest, (3) summarize points, etc. 

At one of these meetings Dr. Curri 
had a discussion group, of which he 
was the leader. He showed exactly 
how it should be done. The question 
was "Why do we go to college?" 
Many interesting viewpoints were ex- 
pressed, such as (1) economic value. 

(2) social standing. (3) scholastic 
standing. The real reason was to ren- 
der better service to mankind. 

Discussion groups are going to be 
held in the Y. \Y. C. A. meetings at 
the beginning of the second semester. 
It is desired that each student should 
think of some real questions which 
are of vital importance. One question 
which is now confronting the student 
body is that of Reverance in Chapel.

dividuals and groups to underwrite the 
financial support of athletes without 
the knowledge of the colleges was a 
menace to amateur sport. The com- 
mittee favored the control of athletics 
by the faculties as a part of the edu- 
cational program of the colleges and 
urged that outside influence be curbed, 

To all those interested in Susque- 
hanna this move is at once apparent 
us but another step on the part of 
other colleges of Pennsylvania, in ap- 
proaching the high athletic standards 
found at Susquehanna. Our policy is 
well defined and stands squarely 
against professionalism of all kinds 
in college sports. Our Crusaders are 
playing (he game for the game's sake, 
and are not being paid to come here 
to play football or any other sport. 

At present we do not have world 
beating teams, because some schools 
isre still buying up the most distin 
guished athletes, as fast a ■; be- de- 
velop.

Something more than half a century 
ago. Dr. W'm. \. Sadtier. Professor of 
New Testament Exegesis in our Theo- 
logical Department, was born in Luth- 
erville. Md., whet" his father. Dr. Ben- 
jamin Sadtier. was President of Luth- 
erville Female Seminary, later Mary- 
land Cull >ge tor Women in this beau- 
tiful village, ten miles north of Balti- 
more, the subject of our sketch spent 
the first twelve yiars of his life most 
happily, enjoying the home and the 
pleasures of an attractive countryside 
land laying the foundations for an un- 
usually good constitution. 

He then went with his family to Al 
lentown. Pa., whither his father was 
called as the second President of 
Muhlenberg College.

He r. ndered the Church valuable s >r- 
vice for some years as secretary of 
the Board of Education, being associat 
ed with the distinguished i>r. U. 
Rhpdcs, who was president for more 
than thirty years. Dr. Rhodes, like 
Dr. Halthsox, was a product of Sus- 
quehanna in its early period.

Two winters 
of much exposure sent him to the hos 
pital, with a period of life in the open 
to follow. A farm in Virginia was 
selected for this experience, which, 
whiU new in mosl of Its phase-, prov- 
ed to be In many ways very pleasant. 

Under the favorable conditions of 
countrj life the rigor of health soon 
returned and Prof. Sadtler accepted 
a call to a highly specialized and mosl 
Interesting sociological work as Direc- 
tor of the School of Social Work in 
Richmond, Va.. while its founder was 
being detained by "Uncle Sam" in 
Camp Lee. After this experience, a 
call was accepted to Hrunswick. Gs., 
a beautiful little city on the South 
Atlantic Coast. Where a small band 
of most loyal Lutherans had built a 
very attractive church in a choice lo- 
cation. While laboring with these

The kitchen - • 
without walla, just a roof audi 
floor with a mud fence about three i 
i, • high around. It is also used u a 
school room. We are greatly in need ; 
of a church building because the kit- \ 
chcn is always crowded. On Sunday 
and Wednesday evenings we go to 
town and hold services in the public 
kitchen. This is a new building re- 
placing one that blew down some time 
ago. It is the largest kitchen around 
here but is still too small, and most 
of the people stand outside. We have 
an Interpreter for all these services 
as there Is no Missionary or Christ Ian 
worker here that can speak the lVle 
language fluently. We usually take 
picture charts along to illustrate the 
talk, as the people like to see the pic- 
tures. Rev. P. M. Couutz, the Mis- 
sionary in charge of this station, sent 
for a lantern and slides, and we think 
they will be a big help in teaching the 
people. It is hard to reach the old 
people because they are set in their 
ways, but we have not given them up 
entirely, and some of them are becom- 
ing interested in the Mission and help 
along whenever they can. There are 
also towns around here that the Mis- 
sion workers visit every week and we 
have one man who goes out preaching 
every day. We often think of heathen 
people as being ignorant and they are 
in many things, but in others they 
show much intelligence. They can 
mak • many wonderful things with a 
knife or cutlass. I will write and tell 
you about them later; also some of f 
their superstitions that I have heard 
of. 

lli-re is a little outline of my day's 
work and play. Prayers at 6:30. We 
have a hymn, scripture reading, a ten 
minute talk and prayer. Breakfast at 
7 o'clock, then till Jt o'clock I look af- 
ter the work around the school. At !• 
o'clock I go to town and stay until 11 
o'clock. Dinner nUBO. Rest hour 12; 
to 1. Pele language class 1:80 to 4:1a. 
Supper 4::'." Tennis three times a 
week. 5:15 to dark. Other nights we 
play croquet. Evenings we read a 
little and go to bed about 9 o'clock. I 
preach every other Sunday. 

1 have been kept pretty busy during 
lh»' past week. We are having miv 
house rethatched with branches from 
the bamboo tree. We bury them - 10 
for a shilling (or 24 cents). It will 
take about 40,000. I have been count- 
ing the thatch and paying the men 
every morning after breakfast. Then 
we have two men making a special 
kind of mat to be used as a ceiling 
for two of our rooms. They are mak 
Ing them right here and are getting 
paid by the day. It is made out of the 
bark of the bamboo -ree. This tree 
has many uses along the building line. 
Ii is used for benches, beds, chairs, 
bridges, fences, rope, stands, baskets, 
arrows, hats, hammocks, and kin.jas 
(something like a basket for carry- 
ing loads). 

The climate is not as bad as we 
thought it would be be. Of course we 
must be v?ry careful what we eat, 
drink and do. We must always wear 
: a helmet when we go out bet veen the 
hours of 7 a. m. and " p. tn. We take 
'five grains of (|tiinine every day to 
combat the fever. All our drinking 
water has to be filtered and boiled 18 
minutes.

Preparations Being Laid to Raise Six Hundred 
and Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars. Alumni

For those In close connection with 
Susquehanna University it is a well 
known fact thai she is in great need 
of a modern library and an Increased 
endowment to can' tor her ever In- 
creasing student body. 

It had been previous!] arranged to 
cany on separate drives lor the en- 
dowment and library funds, but re- 
cently at a joint meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Alumni As- 
sociation and the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Board of Directors of S. U. 
it was arranged to combine the drives 
and set a total of $625,000 as the nec- 
essary goal to reach. 

Thus, if the drive is successful, we 
will have $125,000 for a library build- 
ing". $100,000 for the liquidation of 
present building debts, and 1400,000 
added to our endowment. 

Altfao no solicitation will be asked 
until about next October, at Com- 
mencement this year the proposition 
will be presented to the Alumni, and 
ue sincerely hope that, a great many 
will arrange to be present. 

Tuesday of Commencement week 
hu been set aside for this purpose, 
and it is to be desired that there will 
be no conflicting activities that day, 
or at least not until nine o'clock that 
cvi ning, when the fraternities or sor- 
orities may have arranged something.

Susquehanna University enjoyed a 
unique privilege in having on the cam- 
pus last Wednesday one who has had 
experience in India as a missionary, 
and who is now representing the For- 
eign Mission Hoard as field secretary, 
the Rev. K. M. Thomas. In the after- 
noon Rev. Thomas spoke to the Theo- 
logical students, and in the evening 
he gave an illustrated lecture pertain- 
ing to lie' foreign mission fields, 

The whole Hast is in a state of tlux. 
China at this time is awakening. Japan 
and India are in a state of unrest. 
The people seem no longer to believe 
in God as they formerly did. but. their 
belief is now superseded by a spirit of 
rationalism. 

India is being very greatly affected 
by the agitation for home rule. Mr. 
Chandi is at the head of this move- 
ment, and even tho he is not a Chris- 
tian all of his policies are of a Chris- 
tian nature. Politically India is in a 
state of fermentation.

One who is a descendant fr mi old 
Lutheran stock is Dr. Han- Augustus 
Predericus Kern, professor of Greek 
and German in Susquehanna Univer- 
sity, fie was born in l^Tb in Seur- 
emberg, i!i\:.'i::. where most of his 
male ancestors bad been engaged in 
the Lutheran ministry since 1620. 

He entered the Latin school in l^sv 
advanced in his work and graduated 
from the Gyiriuasium of Ansbach nine 
years later, having completed courses 
similar to those of a High School and 
a College. < n account of superior 
work while studying in Ansbach. he 
was awarded the State prise for Geo- 
graphy and History, which fact en- 
couraged him to undertake a long trip 
on foot thru Switzerland and Italy in 
order to visit the many remains of 
antiquity that are to be found their. 
He made many subsequent visits to 
Switzerland and travel sd extensively 
I over the continent in conjunction with 
his father, giving both instrumental 
and vocal concerts. 

Returning from his travels thru 
Italy, he entered the University of Er-I 
langer. Bavaria, and enrolled as a stud- 
ent of medicine and theology. During 

his career in the University he spent 
a semester at the University of Tueb- 
inggen and also some time in the I'ni- 
versity of Munich. He spent live sum- 
mer vacations in assisting the Bureau 
of Ancient Discoveries in the exca- 

vations 'if Agger Romanis in southern 
Germanv, mentioned in Julius Caesar. 

There he h d.ied unearth many Konian 
homes and graves and valuable arch- 
eological collections were sent to the 
national German museum. 

In 1899 he took up work as instruc- 
tor of languages in the Missionary 
Seminary in Neuendelsau and while 
engaged there prepared at the same 
time for the ministry and finished his 
, work in medicine. This he did by car- 
rying a schedule of 12 semester hours

After a siege of tour 
months' duration he resumed some of 
his work, but found that he was not 
able to keep in the strenuous work of 
the West, so he accepted a call to 
Turner's Falls, Mass.. where, as was 
the case in the West, he soon began 
to teach as a substitute in the High 
School. He was called in 1!)14 to be 1 
the president and only teacher of 
Emanuel Seminary, which school was j 
forced to (lose its doors because of 
the World War as all of its students I 
left for service. He was awarded the 
degree of n.i>. by the board of direc- 
tors of tiiis school, 

During the World War he served ; 
his adopted country faithfully and re- 
ceived citations of appreciation for 
patriotic work in the Liberty Loan 
drives. 

Soon after the close of the war Dr. 
Kern left for New York City to enter 
upon social work for the National 
Lutheran Council. Having finished his 
work there he was called to W'eidner 
College, Ind., where he served as pro- 
fessor and registrar. 

In lltl'l Dr. Kern came to Susque- 
hanna and is now Professor of Creek 
and German. He also teaches Fresh- 
man and Sophomore Bible and in- 
structs in Liturgies in the Theological 
Seminary. 

In addition to the regular classes 
Dr. Kern has been conducting exten- 
sion classes in various places in the 
Social Sciences.
